Nothing less should be 
thought of. A house-to-house inspection is 
absolutely necessary. There are careless 
and ignorant householders in every ward, in 
nearly every block, and the safety and pros 
perity of all should not be left to an indivi- 
dual sense of duty.

What 
would be thought of a government that 
would confer upon a cértain number of its 
citizens the sole privilege of producing 
wheat or manufacturing wool or cotion? 
But more fatal, if possible, than either of 
these to the general prosperiiy is the mon- 
opoly of the circulating medium of the 
country ; for c rculation is to our productive 
industries What the vilaliziog air around us 
is to animal life. 

Banking ought to be free upon principle, 
and free banking would be beiter, duubtless, 
than the present monopoly for the general 
ipteresis; but 1 wish to record my prediciion 
now that even free banking under the 
national bank system will never give to the 
country the relief so generally expected.

I wish I had time to quote from 
the Financial, Munetary and Statistical 
History of Eugland“ the melaocholy record 
of the universal ruin which befell the people 
of Great Britain, upon the effurt to contract 
the curreacy and the enactment of “ Peel’s 
currency bul” for the resumption of specie 
paymenis, after long years of prvusperity 
under a suspension of specie paymenis. In 
1815 the loans were contracted from above 
£27,00u,000 to about £18,000,000, and if the 
owioriaa had been describing the events con- 
sequent here, upon Mr. McOUulloch’s policy 
ot contraction, he could not have more accu 
rately described our own condition. Mort- 
gages, which had been laid 1 real estate 
for half iu value had been forrclosed, and 
the lands had failed to bring even the moiety 
for which they had been pledged.

No ridicule can 
change the fact that that is money which the 
supreme law declarce shall be money, and 
despite undiscerni g or designing criticisms, 
the greenback is nevertheless money. I am 
sustuined by the most enlightened writers on 
this and cognate subjects. This, then, being 


‘the money established by law and imbedded 


in the policy of the Goverment, the practical 
question is; What shall be the quantity the 
volume of its circulation. 

I will not tax you witn more than one or 
two observations on this point. We have 
leas actual circulation than any of the lead- 
ing commercial countries of Europe, Ot all 
the reasons astigned for the present stsgna- 
tion of business in this country I have seen 
nothing which is so untenavie as that it is 
due to a “redundancy of p-per money.” 
Does the experience of this or of any other 
country justify such an assumption? Are 
mills, mies, and manufactories idle and peo- 
ple unemployed and marving because paper 
money 1s too abunpani? 

Then let us lament the impending doom of 
New England with her 660 per capita, and 
falicitate the touth upon her circulation of 
$8 per capita. And Georgia—tbrice happy 
Georgia —blessed now with only * 
000 bank circulation agaiost the curse of 
$9,000,000 bank capital prior to the 
war capable of expansion to 627, 
000,000 circulation. But the proof of ine 
plethora, we are told, ia tuat money is even 
now quoted abundant in New York and 
other moneyed centers. Suppose you are the 
leading Granger of lowa make the effurt to 
borrow in New York, upon the best reality 
in either State, at six or seven cent. fur 
twelve months, and see if it lentiful. 
What is the bank rate ia Georgia? No, sir; it 
is not plentiful. Those who munopolize and

The supply of currency is not sufficient, 
yet the money power demands another turn 
of the contraction screw by redeeming green- 
backs in gold, or, woat is a greater burden in 
bonds v orth par in gold. Fur one, I propose to 
continue to resist, by vote and voice, any such 
beroic remedy, or 1 should say rather, — 
ruin. Congress had scotched the screw, bu: 
the money changers, in order to frighten 
Congress or ubiain u veto, endeavored to run 
= the price ot gold and pat down the value 

gre obacks, sent delegations io advise or 
threaten; shouted inflation and national dis- 
grace, and, with pens dipped in fire, pa ned 
he horrors of a second civil war to protect 
the bondaolders. 

In pe to see an increase of greenbacks, 
and I hope te see them interchangeable with 
bonds at a very low rate of interest. If this 
is done I am willing io be held as an abet tot 
of all the disas'’er which will follow. 

If interchangeable with don ds at a low 
rate ot interest, at the option of the holder, 
the greenbucks would go into theee bonds 
when currency was not needed, and bonds 
again into cur when interest sdvanoed 
or panic prevailed. 1: would form a perfect 
proiection against inflation on the one hand 
and insufficiency on the other; and what 1 
conceive to de uf the greatest pessibie con- 
cern to all producers, it would infallibly re- 
due and control the rate of interest.
